withstanding the fact that an unusual drouth occurred dur” 
ing the summer and fall, and in fact has continued till the — 
present time. The commissioners are much gratified with 
the results of the past year’s work on the wells, and feel that 
there is an abundant supply of water in the watershed 
adjoining the pumping station. It will be necessary to clean 
out the wells and to do more or less repair work upon them 
each year. © 

When your commissioners entered upon their duties they 
gave strict orders that no. water should be pumped from the 
brook, as had been done regularly in the past. It was em- 
phasized that this order should be obeyed unless a serious 
fire should occur when it would be absolutely necessary to 
pump from the brook in order to maintain a supply for the 
hydrant service. No serious fire having occurred during the 
year positively no brook water has been pumped. The com- 
plaint of a dark sediment in the water at times is believed to 
have been occasioned from iron rust in the “dead ends” of 
services, separating occasionally, and making its appearance 
in certain localities. The water has been analyzed two or 
three times during the year and has been pronounced in very 
fine condition by the chemists. 

Applications for new services, renewing of services, and 
for extensions of smaller mains have been numerous during 
the year. A good force of men under Foreman Bean was 
_ kept at work on these jobs till the ground froze in the early 


winter. During the year an extension of 2627 feet of main 
pipe has been made and forty new services have been added. 
From these services an annual rental of $614.00 is assured. - 
~The investment is believed to have been a profitable one. 
The rentals of 1908 show an increase of $1574.97 over those 
of the year 1907.

REPORT OF TOWN SCHOOL BOARD, 


The following report of the public schools under our 
charge together with a financial statement for the year ending 
Feb. 15, 1909, is herewith submitted: 

Our school. year has as usual consisted of thirty-six 
weeks, and we have now 21 schools in the town district. The 
number of pupils has increased rapidly and we must again 

ask the District for an BypronT on for increased vitae 
room | 

The three rooms Padded to the Oak street building in 1906 
are now full and we have a class of 35 fourth grade children 
in the basement of Memorial Hall building. 

This need of more room might be silenced for a long 
term of years by the erection of a modern, six-room brick 
building which would reflect credit on our thriving town and 
perhaps be more economical in the end than continued en- 

_ larging of our old wooden buildings. ‘ 
Very little repairing has been done the past year—several 
of the school buildings are in need of paint—and the insurance 
must be renewed this year. Appropriations are necessary for 

- these two items. ; 

At the request of citizens an evening school was 
_. opened in November. The Board installed electric lights in 
two rooms at the Oak St. building and furnished the books—_ 
the expense of teachers was met by contributions from the 
pupils and citizens. This school is under the supervision of 
our Superintendent, and our principal and one or two grade 
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teachers have taught in it. The attendance and interest seem 
to call for a continuance of the evening school and an appro- ~ 
priation will be necessary for this purpose. 

Early in September we reorganized our Supervisory Dis- 
trict, taking in the town of Raymond. This gave us one day 
less per week of the Superintendent’s time, but it also re- 
duced our share of the expense. The officers of the supervis- 
ory district were re-elected, as follows: Chairman, Mrs. Annie 
B. Shepard; clerk, Dr. A. B. Wark; treasurer, Mrs. Helen D. 
Hood. 

Mr. Clarence E. Baker was elected superintendent. 

Under Mr. Baker’s supervision the schools are steadily 
improving. The teachers are co-operating with him to secure 
more thorough work in all directions. If the parents will co- 
operate with the teachers and superintendent to secure full 
and regular attendance the result would be most gratifying.
